blow to the honest stockraisers 
•and the honest packers; that the 
proposed 
amendment 
would 


gravely hamper the secretary of 
agriculture in doing the work ap- 
pointed him to do and would sim- 
ply defer the day when we could 
restore the foreign and interstate 
trade in meat to a satisfactory 
position. 


"The president has explained 


verbally that he is far less con- 
cerned with the question as to 
whether the packers or the gov- 
ernment should pay for the in- 
spection than with certain other 
features in the bill." 


Chairman Wadsworth of the 


house committee on agriculture 
says he will make no statement 
whatever regarding the presi- 
dent's criticism of the ^rneat in- 
spection amendment.

taken on any day not later than the 10th 
day of July, A D. 1906 with the same 
effect as if it had been performed or 
taken on the day or within the time 
wherein such act or proceeding was so 
appointed, required or limited to be per- 
formed. The provisions ot this act shall 
not apply to criminal actions. 


Section 2 This act shall take ejfect 


Immediately "

Three Towns That .Work 
for Better Streets and 


Lower Taxes. 


PENWSPUKO, Pa., June 15.—The 
moat 
remarkable 
triplet towng In 


America are Pennsburg, Bart Green- 
ville and Red Htll situated In 
the 


fertile Ferklomen valley. The town* 
adjoin each other so closely that a 
•(ranger thinks them one, and 
al- 


though eaoh has only about IBOO In- 
habitants, no city In tne state can 
•how a finer public spirit than they 
ponem, individually and collectively. 


Most remarkable of all, "graft" 
Is 


not only unknown, but It IB non-exi- 
istent. Public offices are not sought 
by citizens, but the office Invariably 
«raeks the man. The result of this is 
that each of. the towns is a picture ol 
prosperity, where partisan politics Is 
so far In the background that It can- 
not be discerned. Factories are being 
built so rapidly that local capital Is 
unable to build houses fast enough to 
fill the demands of those who desire 
to become citizens. 


RIVALRY AMONG TOWNS. 


For years there haa been a gentle ri- 


valry among the towns. 
Years 
ago 


East Greenville, then a hamlet of sev- 
eral 
hundred, laid brick: sidewalks. 


Pennsburg, to rival its neighbor, laid 
flagging and crowed over its super- 
iority until Eed Hill voted for cement 
walks. 
Since then 
Pennsburg 
and 
East Greenville, rather than let Red 
Hill retain the honors alone, have laid 
cement walks, too. 
Thus year ater year the three towns 


have been Improved until now 
all 
have fine ' waterworks, sewers, ma- 
cadamized 
streets 
excellently 
kept, 


and sanitation that keeps the death 
rate below two per cent a year. 


TRYING FOR LOWER RATES. 
The three towns are now engaged In 


a race to see which can throw out the 
old street lamps and adopt a new light- 
ing system in the shortest time. Bast 
Oreenvllle 
has 
contracted 
for 
an 


acetyline 
plant 
and Pennsburg Is 


about to vote for an electric plant. 
Red Hill, anxious to do better 
than 
either of its rivals, Is waiting to see 
how the other plants will work and 
hopes to profit by their mistakes. 


Efforts have been made to consoli- 


date the three boroughs, but fear that 
taxes would Increase has always kill- 
ed the project. As the towns are con- 
ducted, and there Is a rivalry In the 
matter of taxes, too, each tries every 
vear to have a lower rate than the 
cithers. The agreement of the officials 
is that low taxes will bring Industries 
where other attractions would fall.

cial. 
"In Scotland willful desertion for 


four years has been

claim "to divorce, besides the breaking 
of the marriage ties. 
"Whether, granting that divorce Is 


In some cases necessary, there should 
be any rearrangement of Its law and 
grounds, Is a matter ,of the gravest 
consideration. 
"The Church of 
England 
-would 


probably welcome the change suggest- 
ed, which would place the sexes on 
an equality In the matter." 
SARAH GRAND OPPOSES CHANGE. 


"I am altogether 
against divorce: 
except In very extreme cases," «ald i 
Mme. 
Sarah Grand, the novelist.. "I 


cannot see where any good would be 
done In increasing facilities for di- 
vorce. 
On the contrary, I think a' 


great deal of harm may be done. 
I| 


think the Roman Catholic 
view of 


marriage is the highest. 
It is regard- 


ed by that community an the most 
sacred institution o' 'ice, and so it 
should be lonksu at by all people. 
"If »r;o persons 
marry 
knowing 


Lhey can easily separate, they 
will 


never try to adapt themselves tc each 
other. 
I know that in America all 


kinds of trivial excuses are made to 
obtain divorce which would never be 
suggested In this country. In America 
trifles are magnified unreasonably for 
the sake of securing divorce. 


"One very distinguished man In this 


country told me that during the first 
year he was married both he and his 
wife would have made 
any 
excuse 


they could to have been divorced, but 
now, 
having been 
married 
twenty 


years, they are the greatest" possible 
friends. 
"The only way out of the marriage 


muddle is to train young people as 
they grow up to have 
the 
highest 


Ideals of marriage, to regard it as a 
sacred institution, and not merely the 
indulgence of a fancy for each other. 
In Justice to women, they should re- 
ceive the same facilities to obtain di- 
vorce as men now possess, btft beyond 
tftat I would certainly not make the 
present powers more elastic."

RARE LACES AT ART MUSEUM. 


A Fine , Collection Arranged by Mme. 


Kubastk of Vienna. 


Mme. 
Stephanie Kubasek of Vienna, 
who was engaged by the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art to arrange its collection 
of laces, will open room 34 Monday, jn 
which the laces have been placed. She Is 
an expert in theae textiles and has 
charge of the arrangement 
o* esverai 
notable collections. 
Interesting, therefore, is her opinion 
that while there are abroad larger collec- 
tions of laces and containing more valu- 
agle pieces and even single pieces of 
greater beauty than the musc-j* can 
show, it possesses whet, as a whole. Is 
the most beautiful 'collection extant. 


Mme. 
Kubasek speaks fluent English 
with a slight but delightful acept and 
the occajkmHl use of a literaly t.inslattd 
German term. 
In her own words, the 
great foreign collection of laces are "more 
dry" 'than ours. This doubtless is due to 
tbe .fact that those 
collections were 
formed for museum purposes, whereas 
roost pieces in the museum came from 
Individual donors and were selected to 
wear and therefore for their beauty. 
Labels hare been carefully prepared and 
wll be put in "place as soon as printed. 
The collection will then be found to havo 
been cbronologioaly flanged from ex- 
amples of Coptic open work of the third 
and seventh centuries. A. D., discovered 
In craves of the province of Payum. in 
Central Egypt, explored by Petrie, to lace 
such a* Is work by i New York women at 
the opera today. 
Network, drawn work and cue work, 
nearly all the earlier European examples 
being ecdecElaatlcal 
In character, one 
large piece showing the Holy family, 
with euch accessories as the devil and 
his dog, the latter trimmed very mnctl 
like a French poodle, are shown In their 
order. Gradually the background fouad«- 
tion for the work (rows aUcbter. and

THE 
REPUBLIC 


Tendencies of the Last Two Decades of 
the Nation's Life Summed Up. 
Summing up the underlying tendencies 


of the last twenty yeais of the nation's 
life, It seems plain that they exhibited an 
evolution through which the civilization 
of the United States was becoming rap- 
idly assimlliated to the civilization of 
Europe. In place of in agglomeration of 
heterogeneous communities, living bu' 
few interests in common, and moved by 
no single 
dominant 
idea, 
there was 
emerging a compact and highly complex 
state, with all tho characteristics of the 
old v, orld monarchies 
Political power 
was centralized 
Social distinctions were 
accentuated. The lines between class and 
class were every year moie rigorou&ly 
drawn. I/uxury and all the refinements 
that great wealth could give were seen 
on every side, as were also, as the other 
extreme, the squalors and the suffering of 
pauperism. The Ameiican republic was, 
in fact, responding to the play of those 
powerful f Dices which have shaped th" 
destinies and the character of all great 
nations. It was yielding to the inexora- 
ble law of e\olution 
Those who looked with myopic eye 
upon the evils which accompanies this 
process recoiled, and prophesied a future 
full of woe 
Corruption, denanoe or eva- 
sion of the law, social selfishness and tho 
denial of the fundamental rights of man 
were everywhere to be detected. Tet far 
more significant than all these things was 
the fact, made clear bv a thousand evi- 
dences, that the heart of the nation at its 
core was sound; that there still existed 
the capacity for strong Indignation which 
springs from righteousness; that every 
evil raised up swift avengers, and that all 
the blots upon the escutcheon of the re- | 
public failed utterly to dim Its brightness. 
The hope of the future lay in the racial 
characteristics of the American himself— 
in his sense of justice, In his. courage, his 
humor, his capacity for high achievement 
and his invincible love of country. Those, 
therefore, who were not blighted and 
blinded by a querulous pessimism could 
still make their own the noble words of 
Lincoln, and could say with him: 
"Why should there not ba a patient 
confidence In the ultimate justice of the 
people' Is there any better or any equal 
hope in the-whole world?"—Harry Thurs- 
ton Peck in the Bookman.

Rev. Rufus A. White Says That 


Wealth Does Not Indicate 
A 


Refinement. 


CHICAGO. June 15—"Culture and 


the pursuit of the ethical are the stim- 
ulus ana foundation of commerce and 
Industry," declared the Rev. Rufus A 
White to the members of the gradu- 
ating claw of the Armour Institute of 
Technology In the annual college ad- 
dress at the commencement exercises 
last night. 


"It la exceedingly unfortunate" he 


said, "that our standing In the matter 
of culture should be gauged, not by our 
best people, but by those whose wealth 
has grown faster than their mental 
attainments, who. In other words, are 
long on pocketbook, but short on edu- 
cation and culture

Enabled to Render the People. 
From 1865 to 1ST5 the most striking fig- 


ure In American lite was that of the 
nouveau rlche 
He waa, to Instructed 


minds, a most pathetlo sight—so grossly 
conscious of his wealth, so anxious to 
spend It In an Impressive way, to do 
something 
princely 
something 
really 
' big," and yet being so hopelessly Ignor- 
ant of haw to do It 
He purchased ur- 


ban dwellings with "brown-stone fronts" 
and plate-glass windows. He procured 
horses and ca-rUn;es, and stocked his cel- 
lars with champagne In the country, he 
built for himself enormous wooden man- 
sions painted In many colors surmounted 
by wooden oupolas and towers ana bat- 
tlements, and adorned with a maze of 
wooden pillars representing what some 
one cleverly styled "the ]I«-saw renais- 
sance," while Ms lawn was dotted with 
oast-Iron statuary painted to resemble 
bronae. Many of these war-made mil- 
lionaire* ultimately lost their money aa 
quickly as they made It. Some of them 
left It to be squandered by their sons. 
Tho wealth of those days was seldom 
perpetuated, and thl* fact was crystal- 
lized In a popular proverb to the effect 
that "There ar» only three generations 
from shirt-sleeve* to shirt-sleeves," 
The representatives of the still newer 


wealth bore »ll«ht resemblance to the 
Bhoddy millionaire They lived In the age 
that had discovered Europe, where they 
had traveled and observed and learned, 
for at this *lme Europe became a mighty 
educator of tie American people. It led 
to the appreciation and encouragement 
of art and architecture and landscape 
pardoning, and to a knoweldge of the 
trtif refinement* of civilized existence. 
There began to be laid In the United 
Btates the baslB.for something: which re- 
sembled an aristocracy, founded In the 
first Instance upon wealth, but In Its 
higher phases deserving a better name 
than that of plutocracy. An aristocracy 
must always ultimately rest'upon either 
£ow« « service, and more often upon 
a combination of these two 
In bygone 


centuries, power. In. Its last aff^'f. 
meant physical force; and. hence the 
founders ot the older aristocracies of Eu- 
rope had been warriors, often soldiers of 
fortune, who, by the edge of the sword, 
catved out taf themselves a permanent 
place In the kingdoms of the Old WorH.

THE LATEST FASHION FANCIES.

IT there is one garment that belongs dia* 
tlnctly to the Frenchwoman mow* tlian 
any other, with the exception of the be- 
decked silk petticoat, it sureiy must be 
the robe rt'lnterieur. Under this latter 
class falls the matinee or negligee aadr 
the pesnoir, or dressing: gown, and the 
robe de.chambre, which charaterizes any- 
thing from the moat unconventional of 
wrappers to the elaborate and expensive 
SdUc or lace garment to throw around one 
.When one Is partly dressed. 


The Frenchwoman devotes as much 
tuno to her house dress as to her street 
•own. She Is "visible" only to special 
friends until "dejeuner a la fourchette, or 
luncheon. This is token about midday. 
UP to that time madams and mademoi- 
selle flit about In garments 
fashioned 
most daintily. There are frills, furbelows, 
Bouncings, ruches and Indescribable little 
touches. Such clothes do not endure. True, 
they are fragile gat ups. whose glory Is 
only for a day. But, then, ono does not 
expect much of moussellno, chiffon or 
feathery laces, and that is about all that 
composes the ordinary robe d'lnterleur. 
A substantial creation it certainly Is not. 
while negligee robes ars always pretty 
•cd feminine, they are never anything 
besides. 
Tho character of tho woman 


Who wears them seem reproduced—bright, 
«ay. Insincere and with poor weary quali- 
ties, if there Is tho slightest strain on 
the robe they show It, for not only ore 
too ooiors airy and delicate, but the 
stitches that hold the fabrics together ap- 
pear to bo Intended for few occasions. 
However, these lllmy house toilets are not 
unlike other articles of dress made In 
•France, for the dressmakers here scorn 
putting delicate handwork in a frock. 
With them each creation must represent 
a picture, and If the effect Is sooa their 
aim Is accomplished. It would never do 
to turn a gown inside out to examine the 
linings. One would see "raw edges, pieces 
of bastings and tho seamy sldo very much 
In evidence. 
But. on tho other hand. 
there Is nothing finer or more complete 
than the work put on lingerie and under- 
wear of every description. Everything is 
done by hand, for In France machine 
work Is more expensive than that done 
With the fingers. Fine couturiers hold 
that so much stitching and repetition In 
detail can bo put on a robe that every 
particle of style will be obliterated, and 
there Is a great deal of truth In their 
doctrine. 
We know that matinees and teagown» 
have 
been 
absolute 
necessities, 
and, 
strange to say, every season brings its 
Haw fashion &s well as Increased demand. 
It to now considered so extremely un- 
to wear a street gown in the 


house that these lawn and silk teagowns 
and matinees aro positive necessities. For 
many a long year the doctrine has -been 
preaohed to the effect that where econ- 
omy in dress has to be considered there 
must always bo suitable gowns for the 
street and for the house; but economy 
failed to create the desire which the fact, 
that fashion has ordered it has produced. 
The accordion pleated veiling and crepe 
de chine and even cotton crepe fe'owns are 
allf considered smart and are made in 
every color. 
White for the moment Is 
the most fashionable, but the pale pinka 
and 
blues, 
mauves and grays of the 
palest silvery shade make up charmingly. 
Deep collars, the end in front reaching to 
the waist and trimmed with.bands of lace 
entre deux, are part of every gown, and 
the collar Is accordion pleated also. A 
thin silk lining Is necessary, both-for com- 
fort and because the accordion pleating 
is so full and wide" that it gives almost 
too shapeless an appearance, whiie with 
the lining and gown sewed together at 
the side scams, more semblance of line 
may be obtained. 
Tho tea gown Is more elaborate than 
the matinee, and should be made with 
longer train. There are many charming 
models accordion pleated, but the pleats 
are narrow and there la not so much ma- 
terial required, especially aa a tea gown 
U supposed to be a rather more formal 
atyle, a matinee being merely art Idealized 
bath or room wrapper, while a tea gown 
can be HO elaborate In design that it Is 
often possible for an informal dinner 
gown. 
The softer weaves of satin, crepe and 
flllk are the best materials for the tea 
gown, this not barring out the veiling 
or lace, and Indeed, lace house gowns 
aro by far the" handsomest of all, but a 
princess effect In silk or crope with front 
of lace and trimmings of embroidered 
laco makes one of tho moat becoming 
gowns a, woman can wear. 
Curiously enough, chiffon is a good ma- 
terial also in the heavier, weaves, and 
when accordion pleated In most satis- 
factory. The shaded ohlffons used Jor ball 
gowus this winter are most charming for 
this purpose, and as the pattern robes 
can be bought for much less than was 
asked for thorn six months ago, the gown 
need not bo so entirely boyond tho reach 
of the majority. 
Embrolderd batiste and muslin negligees 
aro the latest designs for tho summer 
oufflt. In batiste are some of the most 
exQulslte embroideries, and mado upon a 
colored silk lining they are the most fas- 
cinatingly dainty and effective things im- 
aginable. Some are mado up simply and 
others are most elaborate. 
Generally the negligee or tea gowns are 
partially fastened to a little below the 
waist line, then a most delicate and laoy 
.petticoat la revealed. Of course. It Is ab- 


solutely essential -to have the lingerie In 
accordance with the outer gown. Most 
of the petticoats are in batiste or figured 
lawn, though any number of silk ones are 
used also. These flowered and striped 
garments are not only dainty, but they 
soil less easily than the skirts all In white. 
Tiny bows of black velvet ribbon appeal- 
here and there. Nearly all of the petti- 
coats are selt-embrolderd, and this makes 
the trimming of them very simple. The 
old-fashioned Hamburg stitch Is employed 
on some patterns, and ruffles are mounted 
on the skirt proper. By this means there 
Is less wear and tear on the work, and 
one Is not apt to catch the heel in them. 
Ruffles are made full, but the petticdat 
barely gives room for one to step out 
when walikng. 


The short and long kimonos are with- 
out a doubt, very popular and have cer- 
tainly come to stay. They are not only 
comfortable, but becoming and particu- 
larly well adapted to be worn in miladi's 
boudoir. Most of the latter are made of 
China silk with dainty floral effects in 
oriental patterns, while exquisite design* 
may be seen in the dressier negligees 
made of crepe de chine, albatross, voile 
chollle and china silk. 


A dainty little matinee is of rose colored 
surah with trimming of ecru lace.
